EEW YORK WILL HAVE NO RACING UNLESS 
LEGISLATURE COMES TO RELIEF. 



Those in Control of the Various Trauiks Renew As- 
surances That Sport Will Remain Suspended Un- 
til Directors’ Liability Law Is Repealed. 



New York, .Inly 20. — .lames Ruller. iireshlent of 1 
the Empire City Raeini; Association, was iinti;;nant 
vinm ho lieanl of tlie report circulated to tlio olfeci 
llial tliero would l>o a race meelin;; at Ids track in 
the fail, even if the Gittins t»ill did not Itecome a law 
ill .September. The statement was made liy a uiaii 
named W. 15. Hunter, wlio iirofesscd to speak with 
aulhorit.v, tmt Mr. Itiitler di-clared tliat he did not 
know Hunter and that the report was without war- 
rant. 

‘•Empire Cit.v will not attempt to race under the 
luesent laws. The {rates will remain clostnl until the 
Legislature or the courts grant some relief.” said 
Jlr. Butler with emidtasis. “The Y'oukers track is 
loyal to Hie Jiwkey Club and the other racint: asso- 
ciations and will pla.v out thi- string. The Joi-key 
Club decided a year ago to close the tracks in this 
stall- until the so called directors’ liability law 
should 1hi repealed and every track has lived tiii to 
tliat agreement. Empire City would have openetl 
earl.v this month if the Gittins bill had become a law 
tint under the present conditions we must remain in- 
active. We intend to obey the law to the letter, 
which means that we cannot race until we secure 
some ri-lief.” 

It. T.. Wilson, president, and Andrew Miller, 
treasurer of the Saratoga Racing .Vssociation, came 
out stronger than «-ver yesterda.v with the statement 
that there would l>e no more racing at the Spa unless 
the directors anil officials of tracks are relieved from 
criminal liability for violations of the bookmaking 
law by unknown persons. August Belmont, as presi- 
dent of the Westchester Racing Association also 
slated that this imlicy would keep Belmont Park 
closed indetlnilel.v. As l•hairman of the .Jocke.v Club 

^ .Mr. Belmont decided last August to cease oiierations 

[ with the windup at Saratoga. 

' "There will 1 m> no racing at tiravesend or Aque- 
duct.” said Philip J. Dwyer, who controls both of 
these race eoursi>s. "It is impirssible to prevent i>ri- 
vate wagers at a race track or an.v other plais-, and 
for that reason the directors of the Brisiklyn and 
Queens County .Tockey clubs cannot nin tlie risk of 
arrest and prosenition for something tlie.v cannot 
stop. Our tracks will stand tirmly with the others 
in this matter." 

An otticial of the Cone.v Islam! Jockey (.nnl> also 
stated elearly that Sheepsliead Ba.v would never n-- 
o|M-n unless the (iresent directors' law was amended. 
The owners of the Jamaica and Brighton tracks are 
in line with similar resolutions, so that further re- 
liorls of a resnmiition of racing without favorable 
legislation will carry no weight. The Jockey Club 
stands for legitimate racing and will not attempt to 
evade the law.

iioss-couutr.v racing. It is iikel.v that there will lie 
a hunt meeting of thn-e days duration at Sar-iloga 
in the absence of regular racing. The schooling 
grounds at the course of the Westchester Racing A.>- 
sociation haxe been the scene of activity for some 
mornings |iast. Members of the Long Island society 
from WesHiur.v. Hemiistead, .Mineola, Babylon ifiid 
other ad.iacenl towns motored to the cour.s<‘ to watch 
the trials, most of which were as s|H-ctainilar as 
real racing. This .sort of preparation has kept the 
’chasers on edge.
